When he took it over he was a 
sort of a visionary so far as auto- 
mobiles were concerned, a man of 
theories rather than ideas of a 
practical nature. But give him 
due credit—when he came to De- 
troit and found for himself how 
our industry operates, that once 
you had an understanding of the 
situation, that theories do not al- 
ways work. So Wolman has been 
broad-minded and in many things 
he has grasped the practical re- 
alities of the automobile labor 
situation.

Con- 
tributing equally to the color of 
the whole story was the stead- 
fast refusal of the Ford Motor 
Co. to sign the code, an attitude

Similarly, the Ford feud was 
destined for a _ protracted and 
vivid aftermath which finds pro- 
ducts of the company barred to- 
day from the Government’s 
eligible list, a proscription which 
still is subject to final ruling 
by the courts. 


To the credit of the New Deal 
unbiased observers these days are 
writing down the solution of the 
perennial and desperate used 
car problem; or, at least, the 
credit for providing a medium 
for its solution. It exists in the 
form of a clause in the code of 
automobile retailers standard- 
izing maximum allowances that 
may be made on automobiles 
taken in trade by dealers. 


In the trade practices of this 
code, too, are to be found other 
accomplishments that go on the 
black side of the New Deal’s 
ledger in the opinion of the ma- 
jority. The sale of service below 
cost is one. Others include the 
elimination of all forms of com- 


mercial bribery and a host of 
other practices inimical to the 
success of the reputable dealer 


desirous of conducting his busi- 


ness on a sound basis. 

Price Stability 
Provisions for price stability 
in other quarters of the industry,

Too early it is to assess the 
gains and losses of the New Deal 
in the vast realm that is the 
automotive industry.

Heavy Early y Vote Reveals| 
Widespread Interest of All 
Branches of Industry 


Detroit, June 15, Noon.—Although the first mailing of 
ballot cards in the Automotive Daily News national ques- 
tionnaire on the auto show question did not go out until 
Tuesday night of this week returns have been coming in 
on every mail beginning Thursday morning and have now 
reached the point where three persons are employed ex- 
clusively on analyzing the results of the ballot. 

There is every indication that most of our readers who 
have received the ballot have®—— 
taken the advantage which it 
offers of expressing for them- 
selves their own opinion on this 
highly controversial but obviously 
vital issue which is racking the 
industry. 

Of course it was to be expected 
that the early returns are en- 
tirely from within a few hundred 
miles of Detroit and therefore the 
results to date are quite likely to 
be changed before the first com- 
plete official figures are published 
next Wednesday. 

Returns Undecisive 

A preliminary check on the 
balloting on question number 
one: “Do you favor continuing 
the national automobile shows in 
New York and Chicago?” is far 
from decisive, inasmuch as the 
pros and cons in the early voting 
are so evenly balanced that the 
answer arrived at now would be 
open to charges of bias. 

Out of a total of 581 ballots 
checked at noon today there were 
in answer to question No. 1—“Do 
you favor continuing the national 
automobile shows in New York 
and Chicago?”—277 votes against 
continuing the shows and 248 
votes for continuing it. 

The voting on the second ques- 
tion, “Or do you favor shows for 
the public held in the same week 
in all major cities?” was much 
more decisive. It showed a total

Sell Cars 


In Upper Price Brackets 


Detroit, June 15.—The June 10 
issue of the National Automo- 
bile Dealers Assn. bulletin prints 
an article by W. H. Farmer, sales 
manager of the Cleveland Pack- 
ard Co., Cleveland, O., quoting 
Farmer on the methods he uses 
in selling automobiles under the 
provisions of the dealer code. 
He says: 

“To a prospect interested in a 
$3,000 new car, who told us his 
business all over the United States 
was better in 1933 than it had 
been for eighteen months, but 
who refused to accept the Jan- 
uary Code price of $153 for his 
used car because he claimed no 
one should be stopped by any 
Code from making the best deal 
possible on a new motor car; I 
found the following effective: 

“Mr. Prospect, we are ready to 
offer you $153 for your used car, 
and that’s a very fair price for a 
car of that age. Although you 
have kept the car in better than 
average ‘condition, still I say to 
you, that is a very good price 
for it. 

“If we started out to sell your 
car now, I doubt if we could find 
one person in this city who would 
pay $153 for it, unless we first 
did a certain amount of work on 
it. 

“As a matter of fact, the prices 
in this Code book are so fair that 
I am willing to wager you cannot 
find a car like yours in the whole 
city that we could turn into cash 
for $153. 

“And if that is a fact, and Mr. 
Prospect, is it a fact, then you 
must be convinced of one thing— 
that $153 is every cent we can 
expect to get out of your used 
car. 

“You know, Mr. Prospect, this | 
whole NRA program is set up on | 
a basis of fairness. We are not 
trying to buy your used car for | 
less than it’s worth; we are offer- 
ing you every dime it’s worth and 
unquestionably a little more. 

“Now, Mr. Prospect, if I have 
convinced you that $153 is a fair 
price for your car, why not ac- 
cept it and let us go ahead with 
the order? 

“Because,” he said “You should 
be willing to allow me at least 
$350 for the car regardless of 
its market value. You can afford 
to lose a couple hundred dollars | 
on it and still make a good deal. 
T’ll not accept $153 just because | 
it’s the Code price, even though 
$153 is the market value of the 
car. 

“Mr. Prospect, a few minutes | 
ago you told me you had made | 
money last year in your own com- | 
pany for the first time in eighteen | 
months. Let me ask you this, | 
when your business picked up last 
year, wasn’t it due to this new | 
NRA program opening up some | 
additional outlets for your mer- | 
chandise? Wasn’t a large part | 
of your increase due directly 
to Pres. Roosevelt’s recovery pro-

There is a chance always 
to get more business in this way

“Regardless of the reason the 
owner thinks he has in bringing 
a car into the shop, the situation 
at all times calls for a thorough 
inspection and examination on 
the part of the repair man. The 
energetic repair man will do this, 
but the lazy one, whose number 
today is too great, will not take 
the trouble.”

Must Pay Retail Tax 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 15.—A 
declaratory judgment upholding 
the constitutionality of the state 
gross income tax law and assert- 
ing that filling stations owned by 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana 
are subject to retail sales taxa- 
tion at the rate of one per cent, 
was handed down by Judge Rus- 
sell J. Ryan in Superior Court. 


The decision was given in con- 
nection with a suit filed some 
time ago by the Standard Oil Co. 
questioning the right of the state 
to tax filling stations as retail 
stores at one per cent instead of 
one-fourth of one per cent under 
the classification of wholesalers. 
The difference amounting’ to 
about $100,000 for the period May 
1 to Nov. 1 last year, must be 
paid to the state by the company 
as a result of the decision.

Above Average 
Survey Shows 


Washington, June 15.—Motor 
vehicle production in France dur- 
ing 1933 was well above the out- 
put for the preceding year and 
almost reached the high record 
of 1931, according to a report to 
the Commerce Department from 
its Paris office. While French 
automobile manufacturers do not 
publish production figures, reli- 
able estimates place the total out- 
put in 1933 at 191,929 units com- 
pared with 170,955 in 1932 and 
197,000 in 1931.

Production 


of 2,600,000 Cars, Trucks 


New York, June 15.—Since last 
April, when the highest level of 
output in almost four years was 
established, production of pas- 
senger cars and trucks has de- 
clined in seasonal fashion, says 
the current bulletin of Standard 
Trade and Securities. Aggregate 
production in the initial half of 
1934, however, should prove to 
be about 65 per cent greater than 
that for the corresponding term 
last year. 

Retail unit sales volume in this 
country, on the other hand, is ex- 
pected to show a gain of only 
some 45 per cent for the present 
six months. The lag between pro- 
duction and distribution thus far 
in 1934 is estimated to have added 
fully 300,000 passenger and com- 
mercial vehicles to domestic un- 
sold car inventories. Although a 
sizable increase in dealer inven- 
tories was probably justified by 
the extremely curtailed volume 
of new car stocks at the outset 
of 1934, by the threat of labor tie- 
ups and by the price advances, 
indications are that current 
stocks are excessive. 

Accordingly, it is now doubtful 
if total car and truck outturn 
will fully measure up to 1933 vol- 
ume during the latter half of this 
year. Thus, 1934 passenger car 
and truck production is expected 
to be about 2,600,000 units, or not 
quite 30 per cent above that for 
1933; such a total would be the 
largest, however, since 1930.

passions or prejudices in order 
that a defendant could not ap- 
peal to a jury on the grounds 
that he was being “framed.” 

“We are satisfied today that 
the government is lending every | 
aid possible to enforce this code,” 
Lane said. “The government is 
spending large sums of money 
for the employment of an addi- 
tional legal staff to assist in the | 
preparation of cases so that en- 
forcement may be secured for | 
this code. We believe the policy | 
of the National Control Commit- | 
tee is the policy that the dealers 
of this code desire us to follow. | 

“The law itself has only had, at | 
most, six months of actual opera- 
tion. Other laws of this country 
have been in effect for years. We 
are'in the critical stage. We are 
working for the future, believing | 
that as long as the public sup- 
ports the code, which it is doing 
today, our code, as long as the 
dealers show that they continue | 
to support it, will have the sup- 
port of the government in lend- 
ing its aid to the enforcement of 
this code; that as soon as the 
dealer body shows indifference to 
acknowledging the principles con- | 
tained in the code, or decides that 
they are oppressed or that the 
principles are unfair to the pub- 
lic, then, and in that event, will | 
our code be withdrawn by the 
President. 

“But, as long as the people di- 
rectly interested in the code de- 
sire its enforcement, and the 
public support it, it is the opinion 
of the National Control Commit- 
tee that the law will continue to 
stand. 

“We are satisfied enforcement 
is being supported by the govern- 
ment and that violators will be 
prosecuted with all the ‘force of 
government.’”

The enclosed re- 
capitulation for April shows a 
difference of eighteen (18) cars 
for 1934 and a difference of 
eleven (11) for 1933, and while in 
the grand total this means little, 
actually there should be no dif- 
ference in our figures. I am in- 
clined to believe that the trouble 
is being caused by the duplica- 
tions. Many errors creep into 
these registrations and the only 
way of singling them out is by a 
special mark made by the typist 
and I am wondering if your cor- 
respondent in this state is taking 
this into consideration. 

Because of the highly competi- 
tive conditions this year, our 
dealers are watching these regis- 
tration lists very closely and it is 
not unusual to receive ‘phone 
ealls asking for the difference in 
figures. 

I would appreciate your 
thoughts, if any, on this matter.

Detroit, June 15.—Thirty hours 
from coast to coast by rail is 
the prediction of Amos Northup, 
designer of “The Flash,” the 
streamlined train model which 
has been viewed by thousands of 
visitors to the Ford exhibition 
building at the “Century of Pro- 


gress” exposition at Chicago. 
“One hundred eighty to more 
than 200 miles per hour on 


straightaway runs,” added North- 
up, “have been checked by means 
of elaborate wind tunnel tests 
which means that passengers can 
embark at the eastern terminal 
at any stated hour and travel in 
greater comfort and with more 
assurance than ever before in the 
history of high speed trans- 
portation and find themselves at 
the western terminal in just a 
little over a full day and night 
trip.” 

To those who have viewed the 
16 foot models which is the out- 
standing exhibit of the Murray 
Body Corp. forming a part of the 
general Ford transportation show, 
“Fhe Flash,” painted a brilliant 
Chinese Red, holds the visitors 
spell-bound.

run well toward 100-horsepower 
and develop rotative speed in ex- 
cess of 3,600 r.p.m., the cheaper 
forms of babbitt bearings will 
not survive. 

“In our own laboratories we 
have experiments under way at 
the present time which are pro- 
ducing interesting results and the 
discoveries of our engineers in the 
research work, in which we are 
now busily engaged, makes it 
safe to venture an opinion, that 
it will not be long before there 
is a drastic change in bearing 
practice. It is very likely that 
metals never before mentioned 
as bearing material will find their 
way into use. One of the metals 
which has given interesting and 
promising results is cadmium. 
This material is new to the bear- 
ing world but has been used in 
automobile practices as a rust- 
proofing material for exposed 
parts.” 


Detroit, June 15.—Present ten- 
dencies toward higher engine 
speeds and greater horsepower 
from small engines will put an 
end to current practice in auto- 
mobile engine bearing design, 
predicts Charles B. Bohn, presi- 
dent of the Bohn Aluminum & 
Brass Corp. Bohn expresses the 
belief that other metals more 
suitable for sustaining heavy 
loads than babbitt metal will soon 
be in general use. 

“With the higher speeds and 
higher horsepower output of 
automobile engines, the babbitt 
bearing, as we have known it 
since the inception of the auto- 
mobile engine, will soon be a thing 
of the past. Even today only the 
best babbitt bearings are able to 
take care of the high loads for an 
indefinite period of time,” states 
Bohn. “Already one of our 
largest manufacturers has aban- 
doned the babbitt bearing for 
his commercial models and has 
shifted to a copper-lead bearing 
which, while much more expen- 
sive, will actually outlive the en- 
gine if not grossly neglected. At 
the present time the high price 
of this type of bearing precludes 
its use from the highly com- 
petitive low-price automobile 
field. Now, however, that low-

Basic Principle of Recovery Law 
Remedy for Truck Industry Evil 


Requirement of Uniformly Reasonable Working | 


Hours and Minimum Wage Rates Pointed Way 
To Cure for Cut-Throat Competition 


(This is the seventeenth and concluding of a series of articles 
in which William Ullman looks analytically at the codes of fair 
competition applying to the automotive industry and trade from 
the standpoint of their practical meaning.) 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN 
Washington, June 15.—One of the most difficult of all 
industries to bring within the scope of the recovery act, 
the trucking industry today moves steadily toward the 
strong arms of a code gees to give it, co-ordination 


and a goal in life. 


From the very beginning, the 
trucking industry was recognized 
as destined to be one of NRA’s 
toughest tasks. It was huge, 
sprawling, disorganized. It was 
infected with a variety of econ- 
omic ills which indicated the im- 
possibility of an immediate cure, 
irrespective of the strength of 
the recommended doseage. 

The industry, however, was as 
anxious to leave its sick bed as 
were those who desired to ad- 
minister to its economic needs. 
Laboriously, but unfalteringly, 
patient and physician worked to- 
gether to find the recovery for- 
mula which emerged in one of 
the most far-reaching of NRA 
codes of fair competition. 

The brighter prospect now 
looming ahead of this gigantic 
enterprise finds its origin in the 
essential purpose, the basic prin- 
ciples, of the NIRA. That pur- 
pose and principle, of course, 
contemplated the increase of em- 
ployment through the shortening 
of working hours and the es- 
tablishment of minimum rates of 
pay. 

Uniform Costs 

It meant that the exploitation 
of labor, unrecognized and un- 
witting though it may have been 
in many cases, no longer was to 
be tolerated. Of a sudden, then, 
those engaged in the trucking 
industry found themselves on a 
uniform basis as to one funda- 
mental element in the cost of 
doing business. No employer in 
the field was allowed to pay his 
personnel less nor work it longer 
hours than another with the ob- 
ject of making low rates yield a 
profit. This was the first utter- 
ance of the law in connection 
with bringing order out of the 
chaos that maintained across an 
industrial front that was as wide 
as the continent. 

It was not the last, however, 
not by any means. 

There was recognition on the 
part of those representing both 
the Government and the industry 
in the draft of the trucking code 
that this uniformity should be 
extended to all elements of the 
cost of conducting a truck trans- 
portation business. Out of it 
came the basic structure upon 
which the industry is expected 
to build itself into a substantial, 
enduring, and profitable enter- 
prise and one vastly more capable 
of efficient public service. 

In its correction of a com- 
petitive price situation virtually 
unequalled in its deadly effect, 
the code of the trucking industry 
does not fix uniform rates such 
as those which operate in the 
railroad industry. 


Efficiency Not Penalized 


The efficient operator is not 
penalized with respect to his 
right to offer better rates than a 
competitor as an inducement to 
increased patronage. He is re- 
quired, in the fixing of his rates, 
merely to avoid the sale of his 
services below cost. As to what 
his particular total cost may be, 
he is required to include in its 
computation certain factors, the 
relative weight of each of which 
is determined by the efficiency of 
his individual performance. In 
other words, all operators are 
treated alike in respect to what 
cost factors they are forced to 
include but the extent to which 





each figures in the calculation 
of the final rate may vary con- 
siderably between any two oper- 
ators. 


The particular achievement of 
the code in eliminating the cut- 
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throat competition which was not 
only preventing any operator 
from making a profit but ham- 
stringing the industry with re- 
strictive legislation proposed by 
the railroads is that it makes 
cost consideration a legal re- 
quirement in rate fixing. There- 
tofore, despite the flagrantly un- 
economic aspects of it, this prac- 
tice was totally ignored by many 
in the industry. 

Rates were fixed, bids made, on 
the basis of getting the business. 
Nothing else counted. 

After his submission of a hope- 
lessly unprofitable bid, the in- 
dividual operator was forced to 
trim on every item of his serv- 
ice in order to minimize his loss 
on the_ job. Employes were 


forced to work excessive hours at 
pitiable rates of pay. The cus- 





standing 
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tomer was denied features of the 
service which he (rather ridi- 
culously in the face of the price 
demanded of him) seemed to ex- 
pect and which certainly left it, 
in many cases, inferior to the 
service that might have been ob- 
tained from other truckers or 
other transportation media. 
Because of this condition and 
won for itself in the transpor- 
| tation scheme of things... the 
| enormous service it has performed 
in the past decade... the truck 


never has truly found itself in 
the opinion of most qualified 
observers. Always it has been 


handicapped in the performance 
of its important function by the 
absence of a soundly economic 
operating basis. 

Today, the industry’s intelligent 
leadership sees the prospects for 
a complete reversal of previous 
conditions in the application of 
a NRA code that defines an op- 
erating system based upon well

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Rumors of “Detroit Buying” Persist in Street 


Inflation Talk 
Centers Hope 


On Auto Stocks 


By C. J. ALEXANDER 


New York, June 15.—When the 
word goes around Wall Street 
that “Detroit is buying motor 
stocks,” the implication is that 
the “insiders,” whoever they are, 
are accumulating shares of the 
companies about which they are 
well informed. Well, there have 
been persistent reports of this 
sort during recent weeks. 

They were started when trad- 
ing in the motors, along with 
other shares generally, was at an 
extremely low ebb. They were 
given wide circulation during the 
recent rallies in which the shares 
of automobile companies were 
among the leaders both in turn- 
over and gains registered. It is 
difficult to judge the authenticity 
of these stories, the credence 
given them depending entirely on 
the faith put by the person who 
hears them in the source of his 
information. In this case, how- 
ever, it must be admitted that at 
least some of the reports about 
“Detroit buying” came from what 
are usually well informed 
quarters. 

Perhaps as a result of the new 
Stock Exchange Control Act and 
the public sentiment which cre- 
ated it, Wall Street hears fewer 
pure rumors regarding this and 
that company and its stock than 
previously. For instance, there 
hasn’t been a good automobile 
merger yarn for some time and it 
used to be a dull week indeed 
that didn’t bring forth a “merger” 
involving no less than three or 
four companies. 


No Forecasts 

There also is a notable absence 
of estimates and forecasts of 
earnings by automobile com- 
panies for the full year. Usually 
by mid-year, the statisticians 
have about completed the list of 
prognostications. One of the rea- 
sons for the dearth this year is 
that conditions still are uncertain, 
the outlook for the final half is 
not clear, the full effect- of higher 
costs of operation under the NRA 
is not known and the unsettle- 
ment of the price structure has 





made calculation of probable 
earnings more than usually 
difficult. 


The consensus appears to be 
that General Motors will show an 
increase over the $1.73 a share | 
earned last year and that Chrys- 
ler will set up an increase over 
the $2.78 net reported for 1933. 
Among the few definite estimates 
for 1934 are $2 a share for Borg- 
Warner, as against 70 cents in 
1933, and $1.60 for Raybestos- 
Manhattan, Inc., comparing with 
$1.07 last year. Among the com- 
panies expected to show profits 
this year as against losses last | 
are Hudson, Ford of Canada, |
